A—The Vehicle Code defines at 
chauffeur as a person who is | 
ployed by another for the principal | 
purpose of driving a motor vehi- 
cle upon the highways and re- 
ceives compensation therefore. if 
the principal duty of the position | 
offered your son is to make de-! 
liveries in a motor vehicle, he can- 
not legally accept the position 
without a  chauffeur’s license, 
which cannot be issued to him un- 
til he is eighteen years of age. If 
the deliveries are merely inci-| 
dental and his principal duties are 
other than driving a motor vehi- 
cle, he would not need a chauffeur’s 
license and can accept the posi- 
tion. 

Q—I recently accommodated a 
friend and gave her aunt a ride to 
Los Angeles from Stockton. At 
Delano we had a slight accident 
and this lady was injured, but we 
continued on our journey.
